Health Dept. Feels 


Money Crunch 


Due to the shortage of 
funds and the raat ea 
cutbacks to balance the healt 
department's budget, the fol- 
lowing services will be either 
cut back or eliminated in -the 
following manner, with the 
appropriate personnel laid off 
to balance the budget for this 
year. 


1, The immunization clinics, 
which last year gave over 
11,600 immunizations to the 
citizens of Coffee County, will 
be cut from eight clinics a 
month to two clinics a month, 
with one clinic in Enterprise 
and one clinic in Elba. 
Individuals receiving services 
will be served on a Testcone, 
first-serve basis. This will be a 
reduction from the 11,600 
given, to approximately 2,000 
to be given for this coming 
year. 

2. Maternity Clinics and 
services will be discontinued. 

3. Child Health Clinic and 
services will be discontinued. 

4. The possible discontin- 
uance of issuing birth veri- 
fication and death records, 
Approximately 3,000 of these 
are issued per year. Individuals 
requesting birth verification 
cards will be given a form to 
submit to Montgomery, at the 
fee of $3.00 per issuance, for 


certified birth and death 
records. 
5. The reduction of 


Environmental Protection ser- 
vices by SO percent, “In 
discussing this cutback with 
the Environmental Supervisor, 
said Health Services Adminis. 
trator, Kenneth “Bally “) have 
been informed that restaurant 
and food establish- 
ment inspections will be made 
on a priority basis and that this 
division will not be able to 
maintain the once-a-month 
inspection and adequate sani- 
tary levels of eating establish- 
ments in Coffee County. 
Special restricted schedules 
‘sill be set up for septic tank 
inspections, new construction 
approvals, subdivision 
approvals, water sampling, and 
other developmental policies.”’ 

Ball further stated, ‘‘I 


would like to express again my 
sincere concern for the general 
public’s welfare and safety, 
and the dangers in sanitation 
that will result in these cut- 
backs. Also, effective October 
1, 1979, if the cost factor for 
roviding services continues to 
increase with no additional 
revenue, additional services 
and employee cuts are evident. 
“T would also like to urge 
the County Commission to take 
whatever steps are necessary 
in the funding of .a pliable 
Public Health Depatvndet with 
adequate services and inspect- 
ion protection to insure 
adequate health standards and 
environmental contro! for the 
citizens of Coffee County.’’

County Commission Left Holding Bag On $12,000 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission has been left holdin 
the bag on a controversia 
$12,000 payment to former Tax 
Assessor, Fred Donaldson, fol- 
lowing a ruling by the State 
Revenue Department _ this 
week. It was announced at 
Monday's commission meeting 
that the state had disapproved 
the payment, and that it would 
not pay its share of the bill. 

he $12,000 payment was 
made to Donaldson by the 
county after the former Tax 
Assessor took legal action to 
regain alleged losses he in- 
curred during the property 
reappraisal program. Donald- 
son stated he was forced to 
hire extra help and work count- 
less hours during the re- 
appraisal, {and that all the 
added work caused him serious

financial problems. 

The Commission delayed 
any action on Donaldson’s 
request for several weeks last 
year, but finally agreed on a 
settlement after meeting with 
various county and pA 
officials. The local officials 
said the payment should be 
made and vowed to pay their 
share; however, when the 
county asked the state for their 
standard payment of 1/6 of the 
bill, the State refused and 
announced it had disapproved 
payment. The Commission is 
now left with a $12,000 debt 
that everybody was for, but 
nobody wants to pay! 

The commissioners stated 
that all local agencies should 
have to pay their share, and 
reported they would send a bill 
to each agency seeking pay- 
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ment. 

Monday’s meeting began at 
10:00 a.m. at the Elba court- 
house with all commissioners 
resent except Max J. Reeves. 

sent were Commissioners 
Gilmer Grant, Rex Boutwell, 
Jack Hornsby, Don Smith, and 
Bennie Beckham, and Probate 
Jade James L. Sawyer.

The various dealers 
present got into a discussion 
with the Commission and 
attempted to get it to clarify 
the word, ‘‘proposal.’’ All the 
dealers present reported they 
gave a base bid, and not 4 
proposal with a 5-year service 
warranty, as asked for. Due to 
the o sion, the Commission 
voted to reject all bids and to 
advertise for bids to be opened 
at the next regular meeting. 
The Commission also rejected 
the only bid received for the 
purchase of two dump trucks. 

County Coroners Marvin 
Mcliwain and Danny Bradley 
met with the Commission and 
asked for an expense allow- 
ance. 

“We cover this entire 
county,’’ said Mcliwain, ‘‘and 
we would like to ask if you 
could furnish us with a 
monthly allowance. We are on 
call 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
ear, and the only pay we get 

$12.50 per case and only 1S 
cents per mile for gas. We're 
asking for $100 each, ae 
month, for expenses. We 
it is a fair amount.”’ 

Coroner Bradley told the 
Commission the change in pay 
would have to come through an 
act of the legislature, and 
asked them to contact the local 
legislators to seek of 
such an act. The Co: j 
asked if the State would share

in the added expense, and 
after no one had an answer, 
the Commission stated it would 
check on where the money 
would come from and report its 
findings at the next meeting. 

County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe addressed the Commis- 
sion and stated, ‘‘We are 
biding for time on the im- 
pending lawsuit. In 1907 the 
Commission was ordered to 
build a jail in Enterprise, and 
there is no such jail present. 
The Commission has _ the 
authority to levy a s 
excise tax to construct public 
buildings, and the law also 
states the Commission can 
ash taxes to repair 
buildings. 

“The law states you shall 
construct a jail in the Enter- 
prise division,"’ said Rowe, 
‘and you have the power to 
impose a tax to pay for its 
construction. The law states 
clearly that it is the duty of the 
county officials, where ade- 
quate jail facilities are not 
present, to levy a tax to repair 
or rebuild the jail. If the 
Commission fails to levy a tax 
where the jail is not adequate, 
it is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and can be fined." 

Rowe also told the 
Commission that if it held an 
election for the le to vote 
on adding an tional tax to 
repair the courthouses or build 
new ones, the expense of the 
election would be placed on the 
Commission, because ‘You 
already have the power to levy 
such a tax!’’

ELECTRIC BLANKETS 

Be sure to wash your electric 
blanket before storing it away. 
If you kept the laundering 
instructions, then follow them. 
If you don't have washing 
instructions, here are some 
suggestions. Pretreat soiled 
bindings and stains by using a 
sudsy soft brush and scrubbing 
lightly. Then, wash it in warm 
water for a short period. 

A short spin cycle removes 
most of the water and any 
remaining moisture evaporates, 
An electric blanket should nev- 
er be put through a wringer. 
Blankets may also be hand- 
washed. Instead of rubbing, 
however, use a _ plumber's 
plunger to suck the suds thr- 
ough the fabric. This loosens 
the soil and eliminates lifting 
and squeezing the blanket.

Yellow Perch - 


An Unusual Fish 


Yellow fers are rarely en- 
countered by Alabama fisher- 
‘men, Although very abundant 
‘farther north, especially in the 
Great Lakes region, these fish 
are scarce in Alabama. Until a 
few years ago, the Chatta- 
hoochee River, including its 
imapoensovents, and the Mobile 
Delta were the only areas likely 
to produce an occasional yellow 
perch, 

Yellow perch bear a re- 
semblance to their relatives, 
sauger and walleye. However, 
yellow perch are smaller with a 
more flattened body shape. 
Golden-yellow sides give 
fish its name. Blackish or dark 
green vertical bars cross its 
sides and back. The back of 
this fish is olive green and its 
bey white. 

lakes of the northern 
United States, yellow perch are 
avidly sought by fishermen, 
just as bream and crappie are 
in Alabma. Yellow perch travel 
in schools and are often caught 
in large numbers. These fish 
generally weigh from % to 1 
pound in waters of the 
northern United States, with 
some weighing in excess of
